"As deceivers 
and yet true." the early Christians suf- 
fered reproach.

They saw not 


that it was necessary for Jesus to die. 
'•the Just for the unjust." to be a Re- 
demption-price for the sins of the 
world. 
They saw not that such a 


death was necessary to Him. in order 
that He might attain the glory, honor 
and immortality of the future. They 
saw not that the disciples that Jesus 
called were saints. 
However weak 


these were, mentally and morally, their 
hearts were loyal, and they strove to 
walk in the footsteps of Jesus. 


People have uot realized that, dur- 


ing this Gospel Age. God has been ac- 
cept ing the saintly ones who come, unto 
the Father through the Savior. They 
have-*ot seen that the suffering of 
these was necessary for their testing 
and proving, and for their instruction 
in righteousness, that they might be 
faily qualified for glory, honor and im- 
mortality and joiat-heirship trith Christ 
their Redeemer. 


St. Paul speaks of the Church as a 


Mystery rlass. It is a Mystery to the 
world: Urst. it is the selecting of a class 
tho world-would nevejrtbjnk of choosing

class constitutes the Spiritual Seed of 
Abraham, to bless all the families of 
the earth.
